On Jan. 18, at 2:00 p.m. the Rockingham County 
Delegation met in the State Library for the purpose 
of organization. The meeting was called to order by 
the Chairman, Clayton Osborne. The roll was called 
by the clerk. Fifty-three answered to the roll including 
three of the delegates to the County Convention: Mr. 
Foss, Mr. Wylie and Mrs. Cressy. The clerk declared 
a quorum to be present. 


Mr. Gay nominated Mr. Donald Ring of Hampton 
as Chairman of the Delegation for the next two years. 
The nomination was seconded by Mr. Leavitt. Mr. Mc- 
Mahon nominated Mr. Robert Call of Portsmouth. sec- 
onded by Mrs. Rossley. On motion by Mr. Cummings 
nominations were closed. A standing vote was taken 
and by vote of 47 to 6 Mr. Ring was elected. Mr. Os- 
borne expressed the pleasure he had enjoyed while 
serving as chairman and then invited Mr. Ring to 
assume his office. 


Mr. Ring spoke briefly of some of his future plans 
and then accepted nominations for a vice chairman.

The Executive Committee met at the time and place 
above mentioned to make recommendations on the re- 
quested budget of the Rockingham County Commis- 
sioners and to authorize the County Treasurer to bor- 
row money upon order of the County Commissioners. 


All members of the Executive Committee were pres- 
ent and also three County Commissioners. 


The meeting was opened by Chairman Ring. 


The new Clerk of Court, Mr. Unwar J. Samaha, 
was introduced and spoke briefly to the group, dis- 
cussing and very frankly answering questions on the 
problems and operations of the Court. 


The Chairman of the Finance Committee, Miss Spol- 
lett, presided during the consideration of the budget. 
Each item of the budget was considered. Mrs. Holland, 
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Mr. Sampson, and Mr. Nay were present to discuss 
and answer questions in regard to their departments. 


The group recessed at 12:07 for dinner. 
At 1:15 p.m. the committee reconvened. 


Mr. Waterman, Chairman of the Advisory Council, 
and Mr. Upham, County Agricultural Agent, were 
present to explain the Cooperative Extension Service 
Budget. Mr. and Mrs. Hilton answered questions and 
made comments concerning their budgets. 


At the executive session of the committee the fol- 
lowing actions were taken: 


In consideration of the budget of the County Home 
and Hospital, Mrs. Palmer moved, seconded by Mr. 
Keefe, and it was voted in the affirmative that no ac- 
tion should be taken at this meeting on a proposal for 
psychiatric-social treatment for the inmates of the jail 
pending further information. 


A suggestion on an increase in group insurance was 
moved to be laid on the table on motion by Mrs. Pal- 
mer and seconded by Mrs. Greene. 


On Motion by Mr. Osborne, seconded by Mr. Herb- 
ert, the following vote was unanimously passed. ‘‘That 
money in the treasury of the County is insufficient to 
meet the demands upon the same and the sum of $850,- 
000.00 is estimated to be necessary for the purpose 
during the present year; and that approval is hereby 
given to the treasurer borrowing not exceeding said 
sum from time to time during said year upon the 
order of the county commissioners pursuant to RSA 
2OF Oe. 


The items changed in the proposed budget were as 
follows: (1) $500 was reduced from the appropriation 
for the Portsmouth Court House and added to the 
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amount for County Clerical. 


(2) The special appropriation for the register of 
deeds was reduced from $17,902.29 to $12,902.29. 


(3) A special appropriation of $5,000.00 for the 
Sheriff’s department was approved. 


(4) The special appropriation of $12,000 asked for 
the County Home and Hospital was reduced to $6,000. 


(5) The anticipated income from the Home was in- 
crensed by $3,000. 


A request from the Seacoast Regional Association 
to abate their rent for 1964 was tabled on motion by 
Mrs. Palmer, seconded by Mr. Keefe. 


A total budget ot $1,442,362.03 was adopted with an 
estimated income figure of $566,958.10 and an amount 
estimated to be raised by taxes was $875,403.98. 


The meeting adjourned at 3:50 p.m.

The delegation also voted to authorize the County 
Commissioners to accept any grants such as a grant 
from the Ford Foundation which may be made avail- 
able to them. The motion to do this was made by Mr. 
Herbert and seconded by Mr. Casassa. ; 


On motion by Mr. Herbert, seconded by Mrs. Greene 
the delegation voted to permit the County Commission- 
ers, with the approval of the Building Committee, to 
spend money gained from the sale of any of the three 
county buildings if necessary, to buy furniture for the 
new County Building. 


Mr. Bartlett spoke of the need for a chapel and said 
that one is being planned for the County Home and 
Hospital. It is hoped that they will be able to provide 
this through public subscriptions.

Gentlemen: 


During the year 1965 the office of Registery of Deeds 
was able to commence several greatly needed projects, 
in addition to turning ovr to the County Treasurer 
a gross income of $91,429.62. After deducting the ex- 
penses of both the preservation work and the regular 
operating budget, the county netted a profit from the 
operation of the office of $31,581.62. 


The preservation and reproduction of the plans re- 
corded since the 1900’s was begun. Atter having ap- 
proximately one-fifteenth of the plans reproduced on 
permanent reproducible material, it was decided to pur- 
chase a planetary camera and reader-printer. With this 
equipment my staff can provide copies for reference 
within the office, as well as copies for the public at 
a profit to Rockingham County. 


My decision to purchase the camera equipment was 
made after considerable research and study. The se- 
curity of the recorded documents is essential. The ac- 
quisition of this machinery will make it possible for us 
to microfilm the records. This security copy will enable 
restoration of the records when parts are defaced or 
deteriorated. Also, the copies produced from the micro- 
film by the reader-printer will afford one more oppor- 
tunity to improve the services offered and increase the 
income received by this office. 


The project of consolidating the indices of the years 
1960 through 1964 inclusive, was also started. How- 
ever, due to the increase in volume of work and the 
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great amount of time required for an accurate con- 
solidation, we are only a fraction of the way to com- 
pletion of this job. 


I feel that during the year 1965, the Rockingham 
County Registry of Deeds made considerable progress 
on my program of preservation and restoration as well 
as facilitating the work of those citizens who have an 
opportunity to use this public office. All that was ac- 
complished was made possible by the dedicated efforts 
of my office staff, by the cooperation received from 
the office of the commissioners and from the county 
delegation members.

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COUNTY ATTORNEY’S REPORT 


The year 1965 was one of the busiest for the Rock- 
ingham County Attorney’s office. The rapid growth 
in county population, coupled with the increasing com- 
plexity of our civil and criminal law has resulted in 
€. corresponding increase in the duties of this office. 


During the past year new cases in excess of four 
nundred were referred to the County Attorney. Of 
these, approximatly three hundred were disposed of, 
either through Court action or otherwise. Included in 
these cases were criminal felonies, misdemeanors and 
Uniform Reciprocal Support Act petitions which, by 
statute, fall within the jurisdiction of this office. 
Among those matters disposed of in Superior Court 
were the so-called “Hampton Beach Riot Cases” which 
arose from the Hampton riots of September, 1964. 


In addition to the Court duties outlined above, in- 
numerable matters were handled by this office and 
cisposed of without formal Court action. In addition 
to the foregoing, the County Attorney was called upon 
on various occasions to give advice to County and Law 
enforcement officials on a variety of divers topics.

Gentlemen: 


Concluding my seventh year of service to Rocking- 
ham County as its Sheriff I submit my report for 
the year 1965: 


During the past years we have endeavored to in- 
crease our radio coverage throughout the County, un- 
til at the present time twenty-four localities are in- 
cluded in our network, with base stations located at 
Salem, Derry, Brentwood and Exeter. Under our pres- 
ent system we have radio contact with every police 
department within the County. 


This past year has seen the formation of a crowd 
control squad within the Department, consisting of 
thirty-three men, expertly trained in crowd control, 
and through continuous training, this unit is now fully 
equipped to instantly mobilize and handle any emer- 
gency or disaster occurring in the County. 


The Department cruisers, used for transportation of 
prisoners as well as investigative purposes, continue 
to constitute substantial savings in mileage costs. 


In spite of ever increasing costs of operation, new 
methods now being effected will make it possible to 
expand our operations without an increase in the 
budget this forthcoming year. 


Due to the cooperation and vigilance of all law en- 
forcement agencies Rockingham County has remained 
relatively free of major crimes despite its proximity 
to areas where crime is prevalent.

When I have not been able to hold the services 
at vacation time, I have provided for services. | wish 
at this time to express my gratitude to Mr. George 
Regers for the help he has given in being my substi- 
tute, as well as for other services he and a group have 
given in the ministry of singing to the patients on 
Sunday arlernoons. 


My visits to the jail have not been as regular as 
those to the Home and Hospital, but they have been 
frequent. On my visits I have taken used pencils, 
paperback books, and magazines to the men in the 
jail, and have had a number of conferences with the 
men. I have stated my willingness to confer at any 
time, and a few of the prisoners have taken advantage 


of this willingness on my part. 


I am glad that the Home is considering a larger 
program of rehabilitation for the prisoners. | am 
aware that more needs to be done than a Protestant 
and a Roman Catholic Chaplain can give when they 
also have charge of a parish; but I feel that we both 
have done our best with the time and resources we 
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have at our command. I am sure that the Rocking- 
ham chaplaincy service is second to none in the State. 


I am retiring as Protestant Chaplain of the Home. 
I want to say that it has been a rewarding service 
and I wish to express my gratitude to the officials and 
to the members of the staff of the Home for any and 
all of the cooperation they have given me.

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MEDICAL DIRECTOR’S REPORT 


To The Honorable Board of 
Commissioners of Rockingham County: 


Gentlemen: 


The Rockingham County Home and Hospital is build- 
ing a solid reputation in the medical field for good 
patient care. This past year this has been made evi- 
dent by the increasing demand of local doctors for 
patient admission. The patient load has been up to 
capacity at all times with a waiting list of 15-25 for 
admission. 


The work tempo intensifies steadily, due in part to 
the type of patient admitted, plus the attempt to in- 
crease rehabilitation treatment where it is indicated. 


The patients receive excellent nursing care and we 
are fortunate to have dedicated women and men on 
our nursing staff. 


More stress has been put on the Dental program 
this past year and we are more concerned with pro- 
phylactic care along with necessary routine needs of 
patients to help allay acute infections. Dr. Dionne 
makes periodic visits to the hospital for all patients 
not able to go to his office for this work. 


It is thought advisable to have an admission routine 
blood and urine test done on all patients to assist in 
initial diagnosis. At this time a large number of pa- 
tients admitted have no accessible medical history and 
no referring doctor. 
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Dr. Perry continues to make routine visits to see all 
patients needing glasses who are not able to go to his 
office. 


We are continuing our policy of prophylactic treat- 
ment of all patients and staff members for influenza. 
This has cut down measurably on acute upper Respira- 
tory Infection. 


The patients receive the latest up to date medica- 
tion and treatment available. This medical care also 
covers all inmates of the House of Correction and Jail.

The Cooperative Extension Service is a unique edu- 
cational unit made possible through cooperative efforts 
of Federal, State and County Governments. The Agents 
work in the county in the fields of Agriculture, Home 
Economics, 4-H Youth Development and Forestry. The 
aim in all fields is to increase the social, economic 
and physical well being of county residents. 


The agents are supported in their work by the re- 
search facilities of both the Federal and State Gov- 
ernments, as well as by specialists in subject fields. 
Direct guidance of the agents is conducted by State 
Leaders with headquarters at the University of New 
Hampshire in Durham, and by the County Cooperative 
Extension Service Council. 


The Council is composed of twelve county residents, 
each elected by a county wide election to a three year 
term on a rotating basis, no person to serve more 
than two consecutive terms. There is also a representa- 
tive of the County Delegation on the Council. The pres- 
ent Council is composed of the following persons:

The following are short reports by the Agents on 
work done during this year. Detailed annual reports 
are available for reading at the Cooperative Extension 
Office. 


AGRICULTURE 


In an increasingly urbanized area the typical role 
of the Agricultural Agent is changing to the role of 
leader in urban affairs as well as maintaining the tra- 
ditional agricultural aspects. 


The number of persons engaged in Agricultural pur- 
suits in Rockingham County has been reduced during 
the past decade. The result has been that the agricul- 
turists remaining are working more efficient and lar- 
ger units. As an example, five years ago we had one 
dairy farm with over one hundred milking heaed. To- 
day we have five such herds. The average herd size 
has increased from 25 to near 40 milking head. 


With the decline of the small family farm, we are 
having an increase in the non-farm rural resident. 
These people are very much interested in retaining 
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the rural aspect of their property and in part-time 
agricultural pursuits that will help in increasing in- 
come without devoting full time to the work. An in- 
creasing amount of time is being devoted to this type 
of education by the Agricultural Agent. 


Programs in agricultural production that have been 
followed for many years are undergoing revision as 
the needs change with the clientele. As the productive 
agriculturists become larger and more efficient, they 
also become more knowledgeable. The small town local 
meeting is giving way to regional or area type gather- 
ings. Rather than the Agricultural Agent conducting 
the meeting he is importing specialists in the field of 
work under consideration. 


Through the Rural Areas Development Coommittee, 
the Agricultural Agent was instrumental in following 
federal requests concerning the Community Action 
Program (C. A. P.) A series of meetings were held 
to bring the facts of the Economic Opportunity Act to 
the attention of the public. As a result the C. A. P. 
is now in full swing with an Organization and Direc- 
tors. Other areas under consideration by the R.A.D. 
are the recreational, fishing and esthetic values of Great 
and Little Bays; probabilities and possibilities of wa- 
ter conservation in the county; uses of cull hardwoods; 
the formation of a Forest Owners Association; Preser- 
vation of Adams Point as a wildlife refuge and/or rec- 
reational areas; and others that have been reported 
previously. 


The Agricultural Agent is also designated as office 
manager of the County Extension Office. This includes 
preparation and presentation of the budget to the 
Council, the County Commissioners and the County 
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Convention; to see that expenditures are to the best 
interest of the County; to supervise clerical assistance; 
and to maintain adequate working facilities and equip- 
ment. 


HOME ECONOMICS EXTENSION WORK 


During 1965 the Home Economics Extension pyro- 
eyam held a total of 523 meetings with 8,913 attend- 
ance. (By comparison in 1960 the figure was 430 meet- 
ings with 6,865 participants.) Local leaders were train- 
ed in subject matter and organizations to supplement 
the efforts of the professional staff. These volunteer 
leaders held 247 of the above meetings with 3,498 
attendants. They deserve public commendation for their 
excellent contribution in extending Extension Work to 
other homemakers. 


There were 33 monthly Home Economics Extension 
groups. Educational programs were also given before 
36 groups outside of Extension Work as Women’s Clubs, 
Granges, Garden Clubs, Church Groups, D. A. R., Fire 
Auxiliaries, P. T. A., P. T. O., Eastern Star, Lionesses, 
Pease A. F. B., and other groups. Individual contacts 
through home visits, office and telephone calls, and 
correspondence remained about the same. Consulta- 
tions were also held that provided information, guid- 
ance, and advice on problems of organizations and 
agencies. 


Nineteen planning meetings were conducted with 
lay leaders, elected to the Home Economics Advisory 
Council, County and State Councils to obtain guidance 
on problems and projects of interest to Rockingham 
County homemakers. In this way Extension programs 
can be developed from local needs. 
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Other educational methods used in the 1965 pro- 
gram included: 15 tours; an encampment at Hampton 
Beach with over 100 different women participating; 
distribution of nearly 9,000 bulletins on request; news 
articles in the county papers, radio tapes, WENH-TV 
programs; circular letters in food marketing, cloth- 
ing buymanship and care, home horticulture, and par- 
ent education; exhibits in libraries, office window and 
fairs, and illustrative materials at subject matter meet- 
ings. Qualified outside speakers also gave their time 
to speak to Extension groups on request. 


There is continued interest in series lessons in addi- 
tion to monthly group meetings, for those desiring 
more depth in some specific homemaking program. 
Four and five day workshops were held on clothing 
construction and home furnishings projects. 


HIGHLIGHTS OF 51ST YEAR OF 4-H CLUB 
WORK IN ROCKINGHAM COUNTY 


Rockingham County 4-H clubs continue to “Make 
the Best Better.” 


2 National winners — Linda Pelletier of Derry in 
Clothing, and Peter Johnson, Northwood in Beef. Each 
received a $500 college scholarship. Margaret Johnson 
of Northwood placed 10th nationally in the Dairy Pro- 
ject. 


Linda is a “math” major at U. N. H.; Peter a 4- 
year Agriculture student at U. N. H.; and Margaret 
is in her 2nd year at Plymouth, majoring in Elemen- 
tary Education. 


Rockingham County had 14 State Winners — Dress 
Review, Clothing, Achievement, Beef, Field Crops, 
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Photography, Community Beautification, Health, Dairy, 
Poultry, Horticulture, Judging, Livestock Judging (2), 
National 4-H Conference, IFYE. The County won the 
State Safety Plaque and one club won a Safety Certifi- 
cate, two won Health, and one Community Beautifica- 
tion, 


There were 4-H clubs in all 36 towns and Ports- 
mouth, 1638 clubs with 2180 members guided by 310 
adult volunteer leaders and 198 junior leaders. 


Projects and activities reached a new high totaling 
9,069. 142 4-H members live in farm homes, 229 in 
urban homes and 1809 in rural non-farm homes. The 
image of 4-H club work for Farm Youth only has not 
been true since about 1915. More city boys and girls 
belong than Farm Youth. Agricultural projects make 
up less than one-third of the total and this includes the 
fastest growing 4-H project - Horses. 760 Youth had 
agricultural projects, 1502 Home Economics and 1021 
other projects, such as Craft, Health, Safety. 


FORESTRY 


The County Forester and his part-time assistant 
gave forest management and marketing assistance to 
337 land owners involving 20,393 acres of woodland. 
Another 563 owners were given assistance through 
telephone calls and office visits concerning various 
problems including shade trees. An increasing num- 
ber of shade tree problems could not be solved with- 
out the able assistance of specialists at the state office 
in Durham. 


Landowners harvested more than 739 thousand board 
feet of timber under sound forest management prac- 
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tices, that had been previously designated for cutting 
by the forester or his assistant. One and one half mil- 
lion feet were marked for future harvest this year. 
Timber marking was accomplished on small tracts 
scattered throughout the county. 


In a continuing effort to place major emphasis on 
immature stands, 467 acres of timber stand improve- 
ment were completed under the supervision of the for- 
esters. Pruning for the production of high quality lum- 
ber was accomplished on another 120 acres of white 
pine poletimber. 


Forest management plans numbering 26 and invol- 
ving 2,171 acres were written for landowners express- 
ing an interest in a long range flexible program. Such 
plans usually include recommendations on spacing of 
improvement cuttings and cultural practices to increase 
growth rates and timber quality for the various stands 
within the woodlot. 


The recent purchase of stereoscopic coverage of aerial 
photographs for the entire county will greatly increase 
the efficiency of carrying out field work. These photo- 
graphs, that were taken in 1962, will be available to 
all county and town officials for use within the Ex- 
tension Service Office for any type of land use plan- 
ning. Educational assistance in their proper use is 
available upon request. 


Mass media methods of educational assistance in 
forest management and shade tree management were 
accomplished as follows: 16 demonstration meetings, 
14 talks and radio tapes, 8 exhibits, and 24 assists 
to cooperating public and private agencies.
